of ciop s. acres of fru it, in Florida and the Rio Grande Valley in Tex as, 
and destroy ing the resou rce* of fishermen and tillers of the soil along 
the Atlantic seaboard from Delaware to North Carolina. 


Forty -fou r Tornadoes 


In abou t twelv e weeks —from March 14 to Ju ne 5—30 tornadoes 
stru ck in six teen states. Had this been one g reat storm it wou ld hav e 
bcr-n ap p alling in it 
intensity and destru ction. Red Cross records show 
tn at du ring the y ear 44 of these fierce wind storms, swoop ing within 
narrow' confines to hit in towns and fields, claimed 320 liv es; inju red 
£ .755 p ersons and cau sed Red Crass relief to be g iv en to 21,738 . 
Aside from tornadoes, the R*<1 Cross carried relief to the v ictims of 
th e earthqu ake in sou thern California; two fires in M ai n e ; floods lu the 
Ohio and Mi 
i.^ip p i v alley s which recu rred sev eral times; floods and 
dam hr*T.k' in the northw est; a ty p hoid ep idemic where 250 p ersons 
were stricken in on» cou nty ; and in carry ing relief to a snowbou nd camp 
of g 'M p rosp ectors. 
1 ; : 
mi r of liv es lost and p rop erty damag e the earthqu ake of March 
10 in aou theru California was the moat disastrou s earthqu ake that had 
occu rred in the Vniteri Safes in twenty -fiv e y ears. Deaths nu mbered 05 
and thirty -one thou sand homes, two thou sand atmrtmont hou ses, stores, 
off, <* bu ilding s, fact >rie?, warehou ses, theaters and chu rches were dam­ 
ag ed. Fortu nately the shocks occu rred late in the afternoon, when p u blic 
bu ilding « , inclu ding schools were not occu p ied. The majority Of the 
deaths occu rred ou tside of the bu ilding s, from falling walls or cornices. 
The Red Cross was immediately u p on the scene, and aided by the. 
army , nav y and civ ilian org anizations soon had tem p orary tent colonies 
erected In the p arks, where sev eral thou sand p ersons were f<v i and 
hou sed for weeks. Fou r months later, in Ju ly , the Rod Cross brou g ht to 
a close its relief work for the stricken p eop le. A relief fu nd of $411,000 
was ex p ended by the Red Cross. Emerg ency aid was g iv en to ten thou ­ 
sand p ersons and 1,773 families were rehabilitated in their homes and 
occu p ations. The larg est ex p enditu re was for bu ilding and rep airs, and 
the second larg e?t for medical aid. 


Secu rity for Life 
Rehabilitation Is a term not alway s clear to the lay mind. An ex amp le 
of what it means may be g iv en: A skilled craftsman, 40 y ears of ag e. 
whose wife was killed in the qu ake, himself su ffered a broken hack and 
fractu res of both limbs. Paraly sis resu lted with the medical op inion that, 
he will be crip p led for life. He had no resou rces with which to meet this 
situ ation. Tho Red Cross p aid fu neral ex p enses for bu rial of his 
w i fe ; 
p aid for his hosp ital and medical care; p u rchased a wheel chair and 
ap p liances for his comfort. The Red Cross will continu e to maintain him 
u ntil March. 1034, p rep aring him throu g h su p p ly ing equ ip m ent for a
